BALLSBRIDGE NOVEMBER SALES. 
About 1,000 lots, many of them choice, 
were catalogued for the last important 
Ballsbridge sale of the year, November 17- 
22. Over the six days the lots were divided 
between horses in training and untried 
stock; broodmares, foals, and _ stallions; 
yearlings. 

From experience I can say that this 
type of sale contains many real bargains 
—if one knows just where to look.  In- 
terest and attendance are expected to be 
well up to average. An analysis of the 
fnal returns will be enlightening as to 
trends. Personally I trust that our ex- 
port market will benefit, even if big in- 
dividual “sterling” figures are down. Na- 
tionally, dollars are what are most needed. 

Unfortunately, those accruing from the 
sale of The Web will be of little use to 
Eire, as in the absence of the dollar pool 
his sale price will go to Mr. McLean, his 
ex-owner, who is a Scotsman domiciled in 
Glasgow. IL look forward to The Web 
making his mark in U. S. A. One point 
to observe is his tremendous power behind 
the saddle. His dam’s sire Caerleon also 
had this, and was an Eclipse Stakes (114 
miles) winner in a good year.

Two Irish 2-year-olds have lately shown 
splendid form and great promise. Mrs.

Twenty- 
two started. This filly, which is entered 
in the Irish classics, is by Legend of 
France out of Queen of the Suir. by Tet- 
ratema out of the good My Prince mare, 
Laverock.

DEMAND FOR IRISH STUD FARMS. 
The trend of home economic affairs is 
seen in the ever increasing demand from 
overseas for Irish lands and stud farms. 
Already English racing interests have 
taken over a few properties, while the 
waiting list is a long one. The reason 
generally given for the change-over is the 
relatively high taxation in England. follow- 
ing their government’s internal policy. But 
other important ones are the superior and 
abundant feeding stuffs available in Eire 
for bloodstock, the space available, the 
pasturage, also that sterling can be trans- 
lated into goods and services much more 
easily here than in England. 

This “invasion” is sharply criticized in 
certain Irish political circles, who also 
deprecate the laissez faire attitude of our 
own government. Results are seen in all 
the recent big sales where Irish-bred stock 
was in excellent demand. Quoting an eye- 
witness, A. S. Hewitt (THe BLoop-Horse, 
October 11) said of the Doncaster Sales 
that “. .. on the whole the Irish-bred year- 
lings are better grown and developed than 
the English.” 


ECHO OF A MATCH. When *Fair 
Truckle broke the American six-furlong 
record of 1:0915 held by Clang, Polyne- 
sian, and *Mafosta (another Panorama) 
in 1:0825, he did the Thoroughbred in- 
dustry a good turn. 


Harking back to the 


much publicized Barbra B—*Fair Truckle 
match, many were of the opinion that such 
a contest was freakish. Our horses are 
bred to run over a minimum of five fur- 
longs. It is only possible to compare 
“like” things, whether they be Thorough- 
breds or not. 

In Ireland resentment is often felt 
when our successful native bred horses 
are “claimed” by other countries. At 
Deauville even Mr. Boussac, when refer- 
ring to Delirium’s victory, calls it “the 
victory of the British horse. . . .” 

When *Fair Truckle was beaten in the 
ill-conceived match, one English sporting 
journal comments on “the humiliating fail- 
ure of the Irish horse in the U. S. A.” Yet 
when *Fair Truckle set up world figures. 
the same journal headlines “British Thor- 
oughbred sets up world record!” 


DUBLIN SHOW AND SALES. Pros- 
pective American visitors to the Royal 
Bublin Show at Ballsbridge can note in 
advance that in 1948 this world-famous - 
event will be held August 24-28, instead of, 
as formeraly, the first week in August. This 
change was forced upon the society by the 
Federation Equestre Internationale, which 
intimated to the R. D. S. that because of 
the Olympic games in London (July 29- 
August 14) they must postpone the fixture. 
or else have the International Military 
jumping teams declared ineligible to go 
to Dublin. So the R. D. S. had little 
choice. Alterations to the flat racing pro- 
gramme will include the putting back of 
the Phoenix Plate to coincide with the 
new date. 


NEW STALLIONS. Marsyas 2nd, The 
Bug, and Blue Train are to take up stud 
duties here next year. There is, however, 
a slight doubt about the former, which is 
of course the famous French stayer, win- 
ner of many of England’s distance events. 
He is by Trimdon—Astronomie. Signal 
Light’s Irish-bred son, The Bug, is the 
champion sprinter. The other, Blue Train, 
has been called “the best bred horse in 
the world.” He is by Blue Peter—Sun 
Chariot, both of which were dual classic 
winners and the best horses in their re- 
spective years. He only raced once, after 
which it was not found possible to train 
him due to the hard ground. 

The Bug and Blue Train will stand at 
the Kildangan Stud, County Kildare. I 
will close with two little items. During 
the flat racing season in England from 
March 26 to October 31, 356 horses sired 
in Ireland won 58714 races, value £251,- 
718. The other: a wag here has suggested 
as a publicity stunt that some U. S. track 
executive should match your stakes win- 
ner Loujac with a horse named after an 
Army celebrity—a Doc Blanchard or a 
Glen Davis—to help keep the old Army-

With the recent death of Blue Larkspur, market 
breeders and breeder-owners have looked about for a 
successor to that great stallion who occupied such an 
important niche in turfdom’s Hall of Fame.

Eternal Bull, an extremely fast horse, was never out 
of the money as a juvenile, winning three of seven 
starts in his first season, and racing but once at three. 
He won the Miles Standish Stakes in track record time, 
beating Alsab; was second in the Hialeah Juvenile 
Stakes and National Stallion Stakes (to Some Chance), 
and third in the 51-furlong Mayflower Stakes won by 
Alsab in track-record time. In the latter race Eternal 
Bull set a killing pace, running the first five furlongs 
in :58%5, one-fifth of a second better than the track 
record for that distance.

Of this group 
Eternal Day, Eternal Lark and Beach Boy each won 
within a period of five days, the first-mentioned equal- 
ing the five furlong track record at. Havre de Grace, 
and the others winning in fast time at Belmont Park.

The State of the Market: 


HERE are many points of view from which one can 

appraise the “Thoroughbred market. You take the 
totals and the number of head sold and the averages and the 
tops and bottoms and the variation in apparent quality, and 
then you consider this and that and some other things, and 
by the time you get the answer it depends largely upon who 
you are, 

Nevertheless, the horseman whose welfare depends upon 
the commercial weather would do well to stop long enough 
to read the barometer once in a while. 

As everybody knows, the trick about reading the baro- 
meter is not so much in knowing what it registers today as 
in knowing whether it is higher or lower than yesterday. 
A rapidly falling barometer, for instance, means that into 
all lives some rain must fall. 

The best single indicator of the state of the “Vhorough- 
bred market in the United States is probably the summer 
sales of yearlings at Keeneland. ‘This market has become 
more or less stabilized as to number and quality of offerings, 
and fluctuations in price are a rather genuine measure. Sara- 
toga’s yearling auctions are still going through a period of 
readjustment. 

At the Keeneland Summer Sales the 436 yearlings sold 
had averaged $6,287, or 31 per cent below the record 
average of $9,912 in 1946. This was no decline for statisti- 


‘clans to puzzle over; it was a drop whose significance seemed 


plain enough to anyone. 

By comparison the Saratoga market looked stronger. 
Although the number of yearlings so'd there increased con- 
siderably, the average was only 23 per cent under 1946. 
This could be accounted for partly by considering that the 
quality of the Saratoga consignments seemed to have gained, 
and partly it could be considered a natural readjustment, re- 
sulting from the fact that buyers who had anticipated out- 
of-reach prices at Keeneland woke up in time to buy at 
Saratoga. 

The reaction of prices at Saratoga suggests that, although 
the demand, in terms of dollars, had lessened, it was never- 
theless very solid. 


Confident 


The Keeneland Fall Sales, considering especially the 


yearlings, were in line with the expectation based upon the 
Keeneland and Saratoga summer sales. 


The average was 
down 27 per cent. 


But if one removed from the 1946 
Keeneland Fall figures the seven yearlings which the estate 
of Joseph E. Widener sold for $86,700, the 1946 average 
would be cut to $3,068. The 1947 sales, which had no 
comparable consignment, averaged a little less than 20 per 
cent under that figure. 

The broodmares sold in 1947 averaged only 13 per cent 
under 1946.

The weanling average went down 19 per 


These figures can be set against another background 
which changes their complexion to a degree. When the 
Keeneland Summer Sales ended, some breeders actually felt 
more comfortable because prices were coming down. Per- 
haps it was a sign that prices in general were about to do 
the same thing. (Most of us still believe a little too trust- 
fully in that childhood version of the law of gravity: what- 
ever goes up has to come down.) 

But prices in general have continued to go up. With 
this factor taken into consideration, it may be that the 
Keeneland fall market is just about the same distance from 
the 1946 level as the summer market. 

Laying the statistics aside and judging only by the 
ear and eye, there was no question of the present strength 
of the Thoroughbred market. There were probably more 
buyers from more places than ever attended a similar auction 
sale in the United States. A surprisingly large number of 
them were buying with an idea of beginning breeding opera- 
tions, or of increasing or improving studs already set up. 

‘They appeared to have no doubts about the future pros- 
perity of racing or of the North American economy in 
general. “They were unconcerned about the war between 
the Russian dictatorship and the American democracy now 
being waged in France, Italy, Germany, and Greece. They 
were not bothered by the crescendo of warnings that the 
boom is on its way to a bust. 
production.

Hirsch and a Forgotten Horse; 


The 3-Year-Olds Weren't Bad 


New YORK 


Now. except that certain citizens will 
shiver at the three-quarter-mile track at 
Charles Town for a few more days, it’s all 
over. The Charles Town meeting will go 
into the books, of course. but nobody will 
ever read that part of the books, and all 
of the evidence for racing class in the 
1947 season is in. 

There is always the danger of stepping 
off the ledge and over-valuing recent per- 
formances just because earlier ones have 
grown a little hazy, but the impression 
here is that the racing among the older 
horses was the best I’ve seen for years. 

First among the top performances, I 
think, comes Assault’s hurtling charge in 
the last 70 yards of the Butler Handicap. 
He was last of five at the eighth-pole, and 
he was wedged in between Stymie and 
Gallorette. These three swept past Riso- 
later and *Rico Monte without too much 
trouble, but Assault, under 135 pounds, 
just didn’t seem to have a chance to get 
through. Well, Arcaro reached back and 
hit him, on the theory that he had nothing 
to lose, and Assault went through with 
sheer strength. If that wasn’t a top race, 
in any year, I haven’t seen one. 

Next, just a week later, came Stymie’s 
rolling drive in the Gold Cup, nipping 
Natchez in the last two strides. The inter- 
national aspects of the race did not amount 
to a great deal, as it turned out, but it was 
one of the crack races of the year, never- 
theless. There is perhaps no point to 
listing other particular races, but *Rico 
Monte, *Talon, Armed, and Gallorette. 
and on the speed side With Pleasure and 
Polynesian, turned in high class perform- 
ances. The important aspect of this divi- 
sion was that nearly all of them were 
around and ready when the season began. 
and nearly all of them were in action 
almost to the end. 

In this connection, Assault got none the 
best of the deal. Because he ran a bad 
race against Armed in their Special, he 
dropped inexplicably in general opinion, 
though it was widely known that he had a 
splint which interefred both with his train- 
ing and his performance. He did not, it 
is true, run a very good race in the Gold 
Cup, and he has never entirely satisfied 
me that he is at his best beyond a mile 
and a quarter. But up to that race he had 
been invincible, even under such weight 
as horses are seldom asked to carry. It 
seems odd that his best form should be 
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so soon overlooked because he did not 
run well after he had passed it. 

There is. it must be confessed, a cer- 
tain amount of poetic justice in the situa- 
tion. Last year, with Assault mopping 
up the Pimlico Special and the West- 
chester Handicap and becoming increas- 
ingly certain of gaining “horse-of-the-year” 
honors, Ben Jones was saying plaintively 
to bystanders, “Does anybody remember 
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a horse named Armed? He was preity 
good last spring. wasn’t he?” Armed had 
done pretty much what Assault did this 
year—he won the Dixie and the Suburban 
and divers other handicaps and then went 
off after mid-season. 

This year. with Assault dropping away 
after the Butler, and Armed coming on to 
take. for a time. the money-winning leader- 
ship and very possibly the “horse-of-the- 
year” distinction, Max Hirsch remarked, 
just the other day. “You'd think my horse 
wasn’t worth 15 cents. Doesnt anybody 
remember what he did last spring?” There 
seems. on the whole. evidence that experts 
have short memories, and the “horse of the 
year” could more correctly be described 
as the “horse of October and November.” 

Just for curiosity, I asked a racing secre- 
tary what he’d do if Armed and Assault 
came up to him in a handicap, both fit. 
with their present record. He answered 
without any hesitation. “I'd give *em 130 
pounds apiece.” 


NOT TOO BAD. Among the 3-year- 
olds, 'd say the crop was a few pounds 
below vintage standing, but here also the 
situation had its merits. Faultless, Fer- 
vent, Phalanx. Cosmic Bomb. But Why Not. 
and on occasion Double Jay. all ran good 
races, and perhaps to this list could be 
added. a few pounds farther down, Cos- 
mic Missile. Miss Kimo. Snow Goose, and 
Loyal Legion. While I wouldn’t insist 
that there were any Count Fleets or Whirl- 
aways or Assaults in this list, it seems to 
me that this is a considerable number of 
3-year-olds which were at least  reason- 
ably capable. 

What I am trying to say, I suppose, is 
that if you matched the top ten 3-year- 
olds of this year, horse for horse, with the 
top ten of most seasons, 1947 wouldn't 
come off so badly. Given that Assault 
would have beaten Phalanx, what other 
3-year-old of 1946—the other tops were 
Hampden, Lord Boswell. Mahout, Mighty 
Story, and Natchez—would have been able 
to take Faultless and Fervent and Cosmic 
Bomb? The division, in other words, may 
have been without a standout. but it 
offered a good spread of competition at the 
top. 


ROOM FOR BETTERMENT. No very 
definite conclusions are suggested in the 
2-year-old division. Citation may be very 
good. If he isn’t. most of the others are 
very bad. Relic showed extreme promise 
in the Hopeful. but he wasn’t around after- 
wards. My Request and Better Self both 
stayed around too long for their own 
reputations.

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SWAMP FEVER 


Kentucky Sets Up 
A Testing Station 


From the beginning of the swamp fever 
outbreak in New England last summer. 
Central Kentucky breeders uneasily con- 
templated the prospect of the disease ap- 
pearing in their region. As the Thorough- 
bred capital of the nation, the Blue Grass 
was particularly vulnerable. There was 
practically a year-around flow of breeding 
stock to and from the section. Though it 
was not important as a racing center, 
numbers of horses-in-training moved from 
the race tracks in all parts of the country 
to Kentucky farms. 

Breeders at once realized the probabil- 
ity of economic disaster if swamp fever 
were to break out in the Lexington area. 
There was a period of uncertainty while 
the means of guarding against swamp 
fever were explored. The first decisive 
move was made by the State veterinarian, 
at the request of the horsemen. A regula- 
tion was adopted requiring that all horses 
entering the State from a swamp fever 


area must have passed inoculation 
test. Persons bringing horses into the 


State. or those receiving them, must re- 
port their arrival to a designated author- 
ity within 12 hours. The penalty for vio- 
lating the regulation would be that the 
horses and their quarters would be quar- 
antined. 

Last week a further precaution was 
added: facilities were set up for the test- 
ing, by inoculation, of horses from swamp 
fever areas. even though they already had 
been tested elsewhere. A tract of land 
including 12 acres and a 12-stall barn was 
engaged on the farm of Mrs. C. Kendall 
McDowell, just outside Lexington. A 
dozen or more horses. mainly from Rock- 
ingham Park, were brought to the place 
from various Kentucky establishments, 
and a program of testing them for the 
virus of equine infectious anemia was 
started at once. 

The animals already had been tested 
at Rockingham, but it was thought de- 
sirable to run another test. In charge of 
the project was Dr. William McGee, Lex- 
ington veterinarian who had been desig- 
nated by the State veterinarian as_ his 
deputy for Fayette County. in which Lex- 
ington is located. 

Dr. McGee planned to hold the animals 


in quarantine for at least 45 days. His 
testing technique consisted of pooling 


blood samples from ten horses under 
scrutiny, injecting it into a horse known 
to be free from the virus. 

Money for the operation ($2,500) was 
supplied by the American Thoroughbred

Breeders Association. Mereworth Farm 
gave four “guinea pig” horses at once, 
arranged for three more to be turned over 
to the project by the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station of the University of Ken- 
tucky, which had received them from 
Mereworth to be used in other investiga- 
tions. Lf they survived the tests without 
contracting swamp fever, they were to be 
returned to the University. C. F. White, 
manager of Elsmeade Farm, also contrib- 
uted a horse. If the original fund of 
$2.500 was used up. the ATBA would sup- 
ply more money. 

Dr. McGee, who has been foremost in 
leading the fight against swamp fever in 
Kentucky, was pleased with the set-up. 
“Our biggest risk.” he said, “is that a 
horse from a swamp fever area might have 
come into the State, spread the infection, 
and then shipped out. We'll have to wait 
and see.” 


He requests that all Kentuckians who 


have received horses from outside the 
State at any time this year, from any part 
of the country, report the fact to the 


Equine Disease Control Station, P. O. 
Box 1196. Lexington. This will make it 
possible to check on migratory horses 
which may have been exposed to swamp 
fever. The horses should be listed by 
name, and the person furnishing the infor- 
mation should sign his name and address. 


Grayson Foundation Grant 


The granting of $25,000 a year for three 
years for the study of swamp fever at the 
University of Pennsylvania’s School of 
Veterinary Medicine was announced on 
November 24. The investigation will be 
directed by Dean R. A. Kelser, head of 
the school and vice president of the Foun- 
dation. Concern of the study will be to 
develop a means of diagnosis that will not 
require the use of test animals, to discover 
an effective means of immunizing against 
the disease. and to 


devise a means of 


treating infected horses. 


Rockingham Quarantine Lifted 


On November 19. three days before the 
close of the fall meeting. the quarantine 
which had kept about 900 Thoroughbreds 
at Rockingham Park for almost three 
months was lifted. 

Dr. R. W. Smith, State veterinarian of 
New Hampshire. posted the following an- 
nouncement. according to Daily Racing 
Form: “This is to certify that the quaran- 
tine order placed on all horses at Rock- 
ingham Park. Salem. N. H.. under date of 
August 23, 1947, where equine pernicious 
anemia was diagnosed. is hereby revoked 
and _ all said track that have 
passed a 40-day screening test and have 
been found negative are released from 
said quarantine.”

The closing of racing at Rockingham 
marked the end of 73 days of racing at 
the track. An 18-day summer meeting 
was held from August 11-30. During this 
period the outbreak of swamp fever oc- 
curred. Because a ban against shipping 
away from the track deprived Rocking- 
ham horses of racing opportunity until the 
fall meeting was to open in October. a 13- 
day “emergency” meeting was staged. 
This was followed by the regular 42-day 
fall session. 

At the conclusion of the fall meeting, 
some horses still remained in quarantine 
at a New Hampshire farm. The majority 
of those which had passed the screening 
test dispersed to various points. Some 
moved to southern tracks (the entries at 
Gulfstream Park and the New Orleans 
Fair Grounds indicated that New England 
horses were being accepted at those 
points). others were laid up for the winter. 

A day or so after the Rockingham Park 
quarantine was lifted. H. G. Bedwell’s 4- 
year-old gelding Prognosis died of swamp 
fever at Echo Farm. in New Hampshire. 
used as a quarantine area for the affected 


horses. He reportedly was insured for 
$40.000. Bought from Calumet Farm for 


$5.000. he had been a good winner for Mr.

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JAUNDICED FOALS 


The following article was prepared jointly by D. W. Bruner, F. E. Hull, 
P. R. Edwards, and E. R. Doll, Department of Animal Pathology, Kentucky 


Agricultural Experiment Station, Lexington, Ky. 


The investigation reported in 


this paper is in connection with a project of the Kentucky Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, and is published by permission of the Director. 


During the past seven years, 17 cases 
of jaundiced foals (icteric foals) were 
observed by members of this Department. 
Five of these cases appeared during the 
early months of 1947. In most instances 
these foals seemed to be normal at birth. 
Within 24 to 48 hours they developed a 
marked yellow color, and usually they 
died before the fourth day after birth. 

Examination of the blood of these foals 
showed a red blood cell count of less than 
one-half normal. At times it was even less 
than one-third of the number of red cells 
found in a normal healthy foal.  Post- 
mortem examination revealed yellow 
tissues and organs. The blood was thin 
and pale. No evidence of bacterial in- 
fection was found. 

For some time it has been suspected 
that certain foals may develop jaundice be- 
cause of the presence of a blood factor in 
horses comparable to the Rh factor in man. 
If a woman who has Rh negative red blood 
cells marries a man who has Rh positive 
red blood cells there is a possibility that 
children born after two or three preg- 
nancies will be diseased. Several preg- 
nancies usually are necessary to sensitize 
the mother and thereby cause her to pro- 
duce diseased babies. 

Not one of the five cases of jaundiced 
foals studied in 1947 was the result of a 
first pregnancy. Some were the second 
or third successive loss from a mare re- 
bred to the same stallion. Of course it 
should be understood that not all cases 
of jaundice in foals are caused by one 
thing. Jaundice also accompanies some of 
the infections of foals. 


In man there are four well defined blood 
groups based on the red blood cell sub- 
stances A and B. In horses there are at 
least four additional substances which 
make blood typing in this animal extremely 
complex. Therefore, it was decided to 
start a study of the problem by examin- 
ing the blood of six mares and six stal- 
lions which had produced jaundiced foals 
in 1947. One of these foals developed 
jaundice shortly after birth, but recovered 
and apparently is perfectly normal at this 
writing. Blood from this survivor also 
was examined. 

In each case the serum of the mare 
caused the red blood cells of the stallion 
to clump (agglutinate). That is, the serum 
of the mare caused a uniform suspension 
of red blood cells of the stallion to collect 
into large clusters. The serum of the 
dam of the surviving foal also clumped her 
foal’s red blood cells. Serums from the 
stallions and the foal did not clump the 
red blood cells of the mares. 

These facts might indicate the presence 
of an Rh-like factor in the red cells of 
the stallions and foal. They might also 
denote the clumping which can occur be- 
tween individuals of different blood groups. 
The fact that none of the serums obtained 
from 40 other Thoroughbred mares would 
clump the red blood cells of any of the 
horses studied suggests the presence of 
some substance in the blood of the dam 
of a jaundiced foal other than that ordin- 
arily encountered. 

The Rh factor was not found in the red 
cells of the stallions examined. However, 
it is possible that they might contain a 


similar substance. In testing the red blog 
cells of 80 horses with the serums of the gj 
mares which had produced jaundiced fog), 
about 75 per cent were observed to rege: 

Since there was no complete agreemen 
in the reactions of these six serums Upo 
the 80 samples of red blood cells tested 
it is necessary to devise tests whereby | 
may be possible to detect mares that would 
bear jaundiced foals and_ stallions tha 
would sire such foals.

In caring for the offspring of a mar 
which has produced jaundiced foals jj 
should be remembered that the dam’s milk 
may be harmful and that the newborn foal 
should not be allowed to nurse its dam 
but should be placed with another mar 
which has not produced such a foal. 


Furthermore, a blood transfusion fron 
the dam may prove to be fatal to the foal 
Before any transfusion is given to tha 
type of foal, tests should be made to selec 
a donor whose blood neither clumps, ne 
is clumped by, the blood of the foal tha 
is to receive it. Some jaundiced foals wer 
saved by administering several blood trans 
fusions from the proper donor. 


At the present time the study of jaun-fie 


diced foals is being continued. In devis 
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ing means to select matings which will not 
result in this type of foal, a large number 
of blood samples from Thoroughbreds 
will be required.

North Wales Gets 
A New Team 


When Walter P. Chrysler, Jr., purchased 
North Wales Stud in May, 1941 and set 
about building up a Thoroughbred stud 
which he hoped would rival the most suc- 
cessful establishment in the East, he faced 
an extremely difficult task. He had to 
start almost from “scratch” in collecting 
good stallions and mares, he had to pro- 
vide buildings and fencing, and he had 
to bring about a considerable improve- 
ment in the fertility and condition of the 
soil. 

His progress toward those goals has 
been interrupted. or slowed down, by war 
and by numerous changes of management. 
North Wales has not yet been represented 
on the tracks by many of the sort of 
horses it was intended to produce. A 
degree of progress. however, was shown 
by the results of the North Wales sale at 
Saratoga this year. Twenty-one head 
brought $99,300. average $4,729, with two 
fillies topping the sale at $10,000 and 
$9.000. This was by far the most favor- 
able appraisal yet made of North Wales 
breeding; the years of work were begin- 
ning to pay off. 

This week North Wales announced a new 
management set-up. About February 1, 
1948, Gen. Pleas B. Rogers will become 
general manager of North Wales, with 
broader responsibility than any of his 
several predecessors. As agricultural con- 
sultant, to continue the work of building 
the soil, managing pastures, and handling 
farm problems. General Rogers will have 
the assistance of Alex Mackay-Smith. An 
arrangement has been made with A. S. 
Hewitt for advice as to matings, sales, and 
purchases of Thoroughbred stock. 

General Rogers. who will be taking his 
first assignment of this sort. is a native 
of Alice. Texas. a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Texas. and an officer of about 
32 years experience in the Army. His 
principal experience with the manage- 
ment of horses has been in the Remount 
Division. He was commanding officer at 
the Front Royal Depot from 1938 to 1941, 
and during this period was active in the 
organization of the Virginia Horsemen’s 
Association. 

However, as the son of a captain of the 
Texas Rangers whose duties included 
scouting for cattle thieves. be became a 
horseman more or less automatically. When 
he went into the Army he moved into a 
mounted unit and after the first World 
War continued to command mounted units. 

In the second World War he organized 
and commanded the Central Base Section

From the Northwest came one of the 
most interesting consignments of the sales. 
It was the draft of seven yearlings con- 
signed by Mrs. Dorothy Hill Lord. of 
Montana. Mrs. Lord is a daughter of the 
late Walter J. Hill. and is a granddaughter 
of James Jerome Hill, financier, railroad 
projector, and “Empire Builder” of the 
Northwest. 

James J. Hill was one of the first men 
to bring blooded horses into Wisconsin. 
It was from her father whom Mrs. Lord 
inherited the Thoroughbreds whose pro- 
duce she marketed at Lexington. 

All the Lord yearlings were by the un- 
raced Judy's Beau. a home-bred_ stallion, 
and none of the first dams had raced. In 
some instances neither the 
third dams raced. 


second nor 
Reason for this is that 
Walter Hill wanted to try out some ideas 
about raising horses. and went into it for 
two or three generations before he con- 
sidered the produce ready for racing. The 
war halted his plans for testing on the 
race. course. meantime, after his 
death in 1944 Mrs. Lord decided to carry 
on with the breeding program, and to 
market the yearlings instead of racing 
them.

The horses are grown, Mrs. Lord says. 
at an altitude of 10.000 feet. The soil and 
grass in their paddocks is similar in chemi- 
cal analysis to that of Marcus Daly’s 
famous Bitter Root Stud at Hamilton, in 
Ravali County. Montana. The grazing 
is composed mainly of timothy, alsike, and 
a native grass which Mrs. Lord says is 
known locally as just plain grass. 

The country is devoted mainly to grow- 
ing oats, wheat. and cattle. The pasturage 
on Goat Mountain Ranch, Mrs. Lord’s 
establishment, will put from a pound to a 
pound and a half a day on cattle, she says. 
In the old days. according to tradition, 
ranchers of the neighborhood whose horses 
had wandered away went methodically to 
Goat Mountain. confident of finding the 
strays. Something about the grass just 
naturally attracts horses. 

In a land of such wide spaces as Mon- 
tana. pasture rotation is no problem. Goat 
Mountain horses never remain on any one 
grazing plot for longer than ten days. 
Then they are shifted to fresh ground, and 
cattle take over for a year. For this 
reason the ranch is unusually free from 
disease and parasites. except for the 
ubiquitous strongyles. which are control- 


led through worming and pasture rota- 
tion. 

During the winter months the horses 
are taken up at night; otherwise they run 
out. One of Mrs. Lord’s winter feeding 
theories involves steamed wheat mashes. 
“We use ‘frosted’ wheat. It has more 
protein after the frost has nipped it.” 

Goat Mountain mares are timed to foal 
not earlier than March, if possible, and 
even then it is far from spring-like in the 
high altitude. The first foal of 1947, Mrs. 
Lord relates, arrived when the thermo- 
meter showed 20 degrees below zero. 

The high altitude, disease-free pastures, 
home-grown feeds, and the general ath- 
letic life of the yearlings—they can even 
race against deer and antelope whenever 
they feel like exercising—is bound to pro- 
duce sturdy, sound, hard-running horses, 
their breeder believes. The lot sold at 
Lexington was somewhat below the Ken- 
tucky average in size, but they were hard 
as flint. 

“Maybe I’m sticking my chin out in 
bringing yearlings like these to the Lex- 
ington market,” Mrs. Lord admits, “but 
I think we are raising good race horses. 
I'll be back next year with some more.” 

This year her seven averaged $650. 
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for Mr. Mereado’s account. was left in 
Kentucky to be bred to *Sirte next spring. 

The stallion Tailspin was in one of the 
cars sent to Maryland. He will enter the 
stud in 1948 at Major G. L. Stryker’s 
farm. Two yearlings bought by Gerald F. 
Strickland. of Syracuse. N. Y.. went to 
Danny Shea to be broken; T. H. Heard. 
Jr.. will train them. Two yearling fillies 
(by Peace Chance—Asianna and Chicuelo 
—Montrose Lady) bought by Michael 
Erlanger. of New York for $1,000 each, 
along with two other yearling fillies (The 
Rhymer—Geneva J. and Blue Flyer— 
Angel Child) bought by Mrs. J. Bowes 
Bond. went to Three Cousins Farm. where 
J. Bowes Bond will break them. 


Four mares bought by Hugh C. Goff, 
manager of Puckety Farm, and his brother 
Harry G. Goff will be bred to the young 
Puckety stallion Skytracer. which entered 
stud last spring. They are *Halloween 
2nd. from the Greentree Farm = consign- 
ment; Night Eagle. consigned by Charl- 
ton Clay: Pharenough, from John S. Letel- 
lier; and St. Anna. from North Wales. 

Skytracer’s book for 1948 already is half 
filled. Hugh Goff reports. and Flint Shot. 
the other Puckety Farm stallion, also has 
a good many mares. Both the horses 
stand at $500 for a live foal. 
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Three of the sales yearlings went to 
Tom B. Young’s barn at the Lexington 
trotting track. In partnership with Wesley 
Sears. of Chicago, Mr. Young has a brown 
colt by Sweeping Light—I’m Sorry, by *St. 
Germans. With Mrs. Joe Johnson he 
bought a dark bay colt by Eternal Bull— 
Dieselshot, by Chance Shot, and with 
Walter Prendergast he owns a dark bay 
filly by Maedic—Althina. by Whichone. 
Mr. Prendergast is a Chicago attorney. 
Mr. Sears is a son of one of the founders 
of Sears, Roebuck. 


It was announced at the ringside that 
the brown yearling by Dust By—Misgiv- 
ings. by Apprehension, consigned by Irv- 
ine Kort, was a gelding. and not a colt. as 
catalogued. He was bid in by Mr. Kort 
for $2.000. 


Except for the colored man who held 
the horses. the most frequent occupant of 
the sales ring was a chestnut filly by Pet- 
rose—Lady Mischief. by Priory. consigned 
by J. M. Bronaugh. On Monday night 
she was sold to Pat Brady for $700. Mr. 
Brady looked at her knees. decided he 
didn’t want her. sent her back through 
the ring Tuesday night. She was bought 
by Elmer McDowell for $350. Mr. Me- 
Dowell took a loss by sending her back 


Wednesday night, when she was bought by 
Gordon Niederhauser for $200. More 
fortunate than the others, Mr. Nieder- 
hauser got $225 for her at Friday after- 
noon’s sale. M. Barton was the final 
purchaser. 


Several purchases were made during 
the sales by members of the Illinois Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association, organized 
last August. H. C. Hoffman, president of 
the organization, and D. E. Jordan, secre- 
tary and registrar, were among those ob- 
serving the auctions. The group now has 
about 50 members, Mr. Jordan said, and 
expects to expand. Membership is open 
to breeders and others interested in the 
Thoroughbred. On of the principal jobs 
facing the registrar is setting up a system 
for registering Illinois-breds. A law passed 
by the legislature last summer requires 
race tracks within the State to pay 10 per 
cent of the winner’s share of a purse to 
breeders of home-bred winners.

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THE TRA and the TRPB 


Drayton Reports a Year's Work 


And Offers Recommendations 


At the annual meeting of the Thoroughbred Racing Associations of the U. S., Inc., 
Spencer J. Drayton made this report on the activities of the Thoroughbred Racing Pro- 
tective Bureau, of which he is president. It was delivered at the Drake Hotel, Chicago, 


on December 3. 


Besides reporting on the accomplishments of the bureau during its second year of 
existence, Mr. Drayton recommended closer co-operation between the member tracks, 
and asked that a procedure be set up for barring from TRA tracks all persons “whose 
activities are unquestionably detrimental to racing.” 


The basis for this request is that in some instances, licenses have been granted to 
persons whose previous activities had been inimical to racing. It is Mr. Drayton’s belief 
that without attempting to usurp the functions of state racing commissions, the TRA 
by concerted action can eliminate many undesirables from major race courses. 


Representing Tue Bioop-Horse at the annual TRA meeting this week was J. A. 
Estes, editor. His report and comments on the session will appear next week. 


As the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau reaches the conclusion of its second 
year in existence. | am pleased to present 
to you the highlights of our activities dur- 
ing the last 12 months. Inasmuch as copies 
of our annual report for 1947 have already 
been mailed to you, I shall not discuss 
our work in great detail. 

The Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau handled a total of 1,476 case in- 
vestigations during the 12-month period 
ending October 31. 1947. During the year 
1.209 investigations were completed, and 
267 are still pending. In addition, an aver- 
age of more than 1,450 oral or written re- 
ports have been submitted to the manage- 
ment of TRA tracks each month follow- 
ing requests by them, or after informa- 
tion of an emergency type had _ been 
gathered by our investigators. 

During the last 12 months, following 
TRPB investigations, prompt action was 
taken in that 62 persons were suspended 
or fined by stewards, 23 were convicted 
or suspended or fined by the courts or by 
state racing commissions. In a number of 
cases, rulings and prosecutions are still 
pending. 


PRECAUTIONS. I should like to dis- 
cuss for a moment the preventative ac- 
complishments of the TRPB. Several 
different phases of our work have effec- 
tively diverted criminality from the sport. 

Racing’s personnel has been subject to 
more rigid investigation and _ screening 
with the nationally adopted fingerprinting 
program instituted throughout the TRA 
tracks. We know a number of persons 
have withdrawn from racing rather than 
be fingerprinted and face disclosure of 
their past records. The fingerprinting 
program alone has undoubtedly been a 
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potent force in protecting racing from such 
highly adverse publicity as has been re- 
ceived throughout the past year by some 
other professional sports. On the basis of 
serious arrest records, many persons were 
refused employment or racing privileges 
at various TRA tracks in 1947. 

A total of 24,466 persons had been 
fingerprinted as of November 1, 1947. 

I think it is highly significant that a 
number of applicants were discovered to 
have been previously arrested for arson. 
As a part of this project, each member of 
the TRA has been furnished with a book 
containing several hundred of the most 
serious arrest records. It is believed this 
volume will be of great value in screening 
personnel and stall applicants. 

While I have been pleased with the prog- 
ress made to date in the fingerprinting of 
persons in racing, several thousand have 
yet to be printed. In a majority of cases, 
the member tracks have quickly recognized 
the tremendous value of the fingerprint- 
ing program, and have insisted upon the 
rigid enforcement of all requirements of 
the project at their tracks. Unfortunately 
in spite of the direct benefits of finger- 
printing, a few of our members were luke- 
warm in their adoption of it during the 
past year. They apparently failed to see 
the program’s great significance. I hope 
that during 1948 all TRA tracks will 
co-operate to the fullest extent in finger- 
printing all badge holders and employees. 
Our objective—and it is absolutely essen- 
tial—is that all persons engaged in racing 
at TRA tracks shall have been finger- 


printed by the end of 1948. 


NO RINGERS. A second preventative 
phase of our work is that of the successful 
employment of lip tattooing for horse 


identification. This process has contrib- 
uted greatly to the elimination of the threat 
of ringer cases. During 1947 over 7.000 
Thoroughbreds were tattooed. I am happy 
to report to you that not a single ringer 
case occurred at any TRA track in 1947, 

We utilized three complete crews for 
the tattoo work during most of the year, 
The work was carried on in 13 states in 
various sections of the country. 

The tattoo work is continuing and it is 
hoped that the project may be completed 
and all Thoroughbreds in training which 
race at TRA tracks will be tattoo branded 
by April 1, 1948. 

Another phase of the preventative work 
of the TRPB during the year was the 
background investigations of stall appli- 
cants and licensees. It is much easier to 
keep undesirable persons out of racing by 
denying them licenses and stalls in the 
first instance, than to try to affect their 
withdrawal later. 

The master index file of the TRPB con- 
tains 63.000 cards, and hundreds of new 
cards reach this file each week. It is 
possible through the use of this file to 
make name checks for member tracks, 
During the year ending October 31, 1947, 
11.081 requests for name checks were 
handled. 

There were a substantial number of cases 
during the year in which investigation 
activity failed to develop any basis of fact. 
This is again proof that the race track 
is indeed a fertile field for the development 
of almost unlimited rumors. We have en- 
couraged in every possible way the re- 
porting of every complaint of irregularity 
in racing. Our objective has been to as- 
sure that no complaint or allegation might 
go uninvestigated. The handling of this 
large volume of complaints has entailed a 
vast amount of work and has involved the 
expenditure of a considerable amount of 
time. Certainly it is as important to 
establish the lack of foundation in an 
allegation as to prove its accuracy, if true. 
The good name of racing is dependent 
upon the prompt tracking down of all 
vicious rumors and elimination of all basis 
of suspicion. 


SWAMP FEVER. A great deal of in- 
vestigation work was necessary in con- 
nection with the swamp fever epizootic 
following the collection of a TRA swamp 
fever fund. As claims for the $2,000 TRA 
bounty were made, TRPB representatives 
conducted investigations of each to de- 
termine its validity. 

In addition to reviewing our activities 
over the past year, I should like also to 
consider the future. It will be recalled 
that a year ago I recommended to the 
TRA a Code of Standards. Your directors 
formulated such a code and it was adopied 
by the members. It has been of distinct 
value to racing, and of material value to 
us. Much still remains to be done in

Already this year he has out six 2-year-old 
winners, two of them stakes winners including 
NIGHT HOWL. MAEDIC is a son of BOSTON- 
IAN, out of the Campfire mare, LITTLE FIRE, a 
half-sister to the stakes winners BOOTS and LIT- 
TLE CELT. Seventy-three per cent of MAEDIC’S 
named foals to race a complete season are winners.

Arbar Heads the 
Free Handicap 


Paris 


It was not a matter of astonishment for 
anyone that Marcel Boussac’s Djebel colt 
Arbar was made topweight in the French 
Free Handicap for 3-year-olds. However, 
it is curious that the place of honor was 
taken by a horse which had not raced in 
a single French classic. 

But we have had an amazing year. If 
I were to ask Englishmen which was their 
best 3-year-old, some would say Migoli, 
others Tudor Minstrel or Combat, others 
Sayajirao. It is the same in France, and 
I am sure that Tourment. Sandjar, Djelal, 
Giafar, and Avenger would have warm 
supporters as to their supremacy over 
their contemporaries. 

In the spring Giafar seemed the best, 
but he broke down in the Grand Prix, as 
did his stablemate Sandjar on the eve of 
the Royal Oak. Avenger, the lucky win- 
ner of the Grand Prix, was not seen out 
again after that race. Djelal had beaten 
both him and Tourment, but did not com- 
pete in the classics. After the others dis- 
appeared, Tourment seemed to be the 
leader of his division, but unfortunately 
he failed sadly in the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe. At this point it was admitted 
that Arbar, whose only defeat had been by 
a short head in the English St. Leger, 
was our best 3-year-old. 

I should like to present to the readers of 
Tue Broop-Horsr a discussion of this 
fine colt, whose kinship to the great Mar- 
syas and Caracalla make him so interest- 
ing to English and French sportsmen. 

I do not think it necessary to say much 
about his racing career, since it is well 
known. Arbar was a backward individual, 
and had his first race at three, in the last 
days of June. He won by six lengths. He 
won again in July and August, and then 
went to England for the St. Leger. Elliott, 
his jockey, said he ran “like a baby,” but 
he overpowered Migoli and Pearl Diver, 
and was beaten only by Sayajirao. Fin- 
ally he beat Mombasa by three lengths in 
the King George VI Stakes. He was to 
compete in the Jockey Club Cup, but 
instead was retired, and now will be the 
chief French hope in the Ascot Gold Cup 
of next year. 

His breeding is very interesting as to 
his sire and dam, his inbreeding, and his 
stamina. On the latter point I was never 
in doubt, as Marsyas and Caracalla proved 
to be wonderful stayers, a quality inherited 
from their dam. 
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THE FREE HANDICAP 


The following ranking was made of the 
leading 12 3-year-olds of France this year. 
The weight given is in kilograms (2.2 
pounds). The weights range from 136.4 
pounds on Arbar to 122.1 at the bottom. 
Imprudence is the only filly included.

DJEBEL. Arbar is a son of Djebel, 
which is well known in England as he 
very easily won the Middle Park Stakes 
in 1939 and the Two Thousand Guineas 
in 1940. War prevented Djebel from 
gaining other successes in England, but 
he had great achievements in France. He 
won the Poule d’Essai, but was beaten in 
the substitute Derby raced at Auteuil. At 
four he won three races but was beaten 
twice by Maurepas and once by Le Pacha. 
At five he won seven consecutive races, 
and twice beat Le Pacha in such races as 
the Grand Prix de Saint Cloud and the 
Prix de ’Are de Triomphe. 

Djebel, a medium-sized bay horse, is 
perfectly bred. His sire was the famous 
Tourbillon, now the greatest stallion in 
France. In 1931 Tourbillon won the 
French Derby and many stakes. He was 
connected through his sire, *Ksar, to the 
valuable strain of Dollar. so successful in 
France. But Tourbillon’s dam, Durban, 
a *Durbar 2nd mare. prevented him from 
being eligible for the General Stud Book. 

Djebel’s dam is Loika, a Gay Crusader 
mare out of Coeur a Coeur, by *Teddy out 
of *Ballantrae. *Ballantrae is represented 
in the United States by two famous 
descendants, Equipoise and Seabiscuit. 

Tourbillon was bred to stay, which he 
did, but not over too great a distance. He 
failed in both the Grand Prix and Royal 
Oak at 1% miles. Loika, too, had stay- 
ing ancestors, notably Hampton, to which 
she was inbred. Her racing record. how- 
ever, was poor, though she was a good pro- 
ducer. Her foals included Djebel. *Hiero-

cles, Imperator, Phidias, Djask. But these 
were rather sprinters than stayers. 

Djebel never ran over 1 9/16 miles, and 
usually raced from 144 to 14% miles. He 
had a fine burst of speed, and was kept 
within the limits of his abilities. 

Djebel’s first crop included  Djelal, 
Djerba, Clarion, Le Lavandou. His see- 
ond one had Lerins, Damnos, Djeddah. 
All of these were sprinters, but Arbar is 
not. as his dam is Astronomie. 


ASTRONOMIE. Astronomie was bred 
by Marcel Boussac. She had a good rac- 
ing record, winning the Prix de Saint 
Firmin and Chloe, placing in the Prix 
de Flore, Newmarket Oaks, and Grand 
Prix de Bade. 

Her sire, Asterus, had been a stakes 
winner; he became a great sire, and 
achieved considerable success as a brood- 
mare sire. Ardan, Priam, Caracalla, Mar- 
syas. Micipsa, Felix, Mehmany, Apparition, 
Empyrean, and Djerba were all out of his 
daughters. 

Asterus was by the successful sire 
*Teddy, out of Astrella. His second dam 
was the Prix de Diane winner Saint Astra, 
of the same family as Fastnet, Gossip 
(through Titanite), Menzala, Pensbury, 
and Prince Chevalier (through Diavol- 
ezza). Astrology, the third dam of As- 
terus, also was the dam of *Star Shoot 
and L’Etoile, of the same family as Ecouen 
and * Easton. 

Astrology was the granddaughter of a 
Toxophilite mare whose dam was the 
famous Maid of Masham. From that same 
family come the German winners Ansch- 
luss. Adresse, Aversion, Abschluss, Alpen- 
rose, Alchimist, Blasius, Graf Isolani, the 
Italian winner Erba, the British Cyllene, 
Winkfield’s Pride, and the French Avenger. 
Moreover, one of Maid of Masham’s daugh- 
ters, Lady Masham, was the dam of Peter 
and Timothy, and her granddaughter,Dame 
Masham, was the dam of *Fairy Gold and 
Ferelith. *Fairy Gold, of course, is dam 
of Fair Play and Saint Lucre, of the same 
family as Dark Legend (through Golden 
Legend), Galene and Confidence (through 
Lisette 9th), Goyescas, Corrida, Abjer, 
*Goya, and Coaraze (through Zariba). 

Ferelith is the fourth dam of Astron- 
omie: consequently, the latter is inbred. to 
that famous Maid of Masham family, in 
which there is plenty of stamina. This is 
the first reason for the remarkable quality 
of her foals. 

Let us now look at the different male 
ancestors of Astronomie. I have already 
spoken of Asterus. He was, in fact, a 
sprinter, but he bred such stayers as 
Dadji. This is not so astonishing when 
one remembers that The Tetrarch bred 
three St. Leger winners—Caligula, Pole- 
march, and Salmon-Trout. 

*Teddy, sire of Asterus, was the out- 
standing horse of his year; he was both 
a sprinter and a stayer, as was Sardana- 
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pale, the maternal grandsire of Astron- 
omie. Sardanapale’s stamina was proved 
in the Grand Prix de Paris after his mem- 
orable contest with La Farina. 

The third generation includes Ajax. 
Verdun, Prestige and Nimbus. Ajax was 
never before beaten; his. wins included 
the Grand Prix over 17% miles. Verdun, 
in addition to winning the Grand Prix, 
also won the French Guineas; he was 
successful at all distances. Prestige won 
sixteen starts; he was a great horse and 
would have won at any distance. As for 
Nimbus. he was the perfect type of stayer. 
winner of the Prix du Cadran (our Gold 
Cup). among other events. Nimbus had 
defeated Bruleur in the Prix du Counseil 
Municipal. and would have scored in the 
Epsom Derby, barring accident. 

Flying Fox. sire of Ajax, was a great 
horse whose stamina was proved in the 
Leger and the Jockey Club stakes. Amie, 
dam of Ajax, was a daughter of a Grand 
Prix winner, inheriting the blood of Dollar. 

Bay Ronald inherited stamina from the 
valuable line of Hampton, Lord Clifden, 
Newminister, and Touchstone, winners of 
numerous stakes. 

Rabelais, too, was a stayer, and he won 
the Goodwood Cup; and his sire, St. 
Simon, was the greatest stayer-sprinter of 
his time. Ladas belonged to the same 
family as Bay Ronald and stayed well. 

Prestige was sired by Le Pompon, a 
very common horse, which, strangely 
enough, came from the valuable root of 
Monarque. Prestige’s dam was Orgueil- 
leuse, sired by Reverend. (Reverend was 
second in both the Leger and Grand Prix, 
allowing his stablemate Clamart to win 
the latter.) 

The stamina of Florizel 2nd, winner of 
numerous stakes, cannot be questioned. 
He was bred by the juxtaposition of the 
two great staying bloods of Saint Simon 
and Hampton. (Astronomie, incidentally, 
comes from the same combination, and is, 
moreover, inbred to Flying Fox.) Not a 
minor stayer was Elf, famous winner of 
the Ascot Gold Cup and the Prix Gladia- 
teur (37% miles). Elf was of the family 
of Dollar. St. Serf, not a very true stayer, 
was a son of St. Simon; Serf’s dam was 
the granddaughter of the staying mare 
Beeswing. 

Astronomie has, as has been seen, plenty 
of stamina in her pedigree. Good matings 
had to be chosen for her to increase this 
quality in her foals. Marsyas, which has 
a fine record, is by Trimdon, out of As- 
tronomie. 


I think it unnecessary to recall what 
a perfect stayer Trimdon was. All his 
ancestors had been stayers. It is inter- 
esting to note that Trimdon was inbred 
to Hampton, winner of the Goodwood and 
Doncaster Cups. He had, also, two strains 
of Galopin, through Donovan and St. 
Simon. Once more the mixing of these two 
valuable strains of Hampton and St. Simon 
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Last fall NATHANIEL, owned by the Lazy F Ranch, won the Maryland Futurity 
over a field of home-bred 2-year-olds. This fall he came out against another field of 
Maryland-breds in Pimlico’s Heiser Handicap, scored another stakes victory. Oleg T. 
Dubassoff trains him, Douglas Dodson rode him in the Heiser. (Pimlico photo.) 


had given an excellent stayer. There- 
fore, Marsyas had the blood of Hampton 
and St. Simon; the result was quite con- 
vincing. 

Quite different is the origin of Cara- 
calla. His sire Tourbillon is rich in the 
blood of Dollar, since he receives it di- 
rectly in male lineage. *Ksar receives it 
through his dam Kizil Kourgan. Astron- 
omie, of course, receives the blood of 
Dollar through Nimbus. and through 
Amie’s sire Clamart. Therefore, Cara- 
calla is inbred to Upas, which sired Omn- 
ium 2nd and Elf. He is also inbred to 
the valuable Rabelais. the sire of *Dur- 
bar 2nd (paternal side) and Verdun (ma- 
ternal side.) The mixing of the great blood 
of Dollar and St. Simon could not give any- 
thing else than a grand stayer. 

Arbar is three-quarter brother to Cara- 
calla, as Djebel is a son of Tourbillon. 
Djebel’s dam, Loika. receives three strains 
from Hampton, through Bayardo, *Teddy, 
and *Ballantrae. Thus Arbar is even 
richer in that valuable blood than is 
Marsyas; and he has the blood of Dollar 
and St. Simon, as does Caracalla. 


It could have been foretold that Arbar 
would stay as well as his half-brothers, 
and he has proved as much. Moreover, 
he seems to have inherited the speed of 
his sire, and his close inbreeding to * Teddy 
(three free generations) will allow him to 
compete with success even at shorter dist- 
ances. 

In 1946 Astronomie had a colt by *Goya;

calla and Arbar. His breeding, like that 
of Asterus, is inbreeding to the Number 
9 family, since *Goya’s fourth dam is Dame 
Masham. which is the fifth dam of As- 
tronomie. Zariba was, like Likka, a Sar- 
danapale mare; she was out of a St. Serf 
mare, as was Likka’s dam. 

Thus, if the yearling has less Hampton’s 
blood than Marsyas and Arbar, still he 
possesses as much of St. Simon and Dollar 
as Caracalla, with his very close inbreed- 
ing to Sardanapale and the Number 9 
family. He may be expected, therefore, 


to come up to the same high standard as 
Arbar and the others.

A Good Season 
For Gray Horses 


MELBOURNE 

It is a vintage year of good gray horses 
in this country. 

Two days after the gray Hiraji (by 
Nizami) had won the famous Melbourne 
Cup at Flemington, the gray filly Nizam’s 
Ring (also by Nizami) remained unbeaten 
in her three starts at Melbourne by win- 
ning the Oaks Stakes on November 6. 

Like Hiraji. Nizam’s Ring is owned by 
F. E. Hughes. of Sydney, and she was also 
bred in New Zealand. As a 2-year-old 
Nizam’s Ring was purchased in New Zea- 
land in behalf of Mr. Hughes by the lead- 
ing Sydney trainer, Maurice McCarten, 
for 650 guineas. 

McCarten has an interesting Oaks rec- 
ord. He won the classic before the war 
with the Beau Fils mare French Gem 
(dam of Beau Gem and Royal Gem) and 
last year trained the winner Sweet Chime 
(by Le Grand Duc). 

Nizam’s Ring is not a big filly, but she 
is chockful of quality and courage. She 
is unbeaten at her last four starts in Syd- 
ney and Melbourne, and altogether, has 
raced 19 times for eight wins and four 
minor placings and £8.619 in stakes. She 
is the largest winner among all of the Aus- 
tralian 3-year-olds this season, which began 
on August 1. Chanak (by Hellespont) is 
next to her with £7,912.

Mr. Hughes is having a remarkable run 
of success with the huge team trained in 
Sydney for him by Jim McCurley. Since 
August 1 his horses have earned more than 
£15,000 in prize money. To indicate what 
a great start he has made this season, he 
headed the winning owners’ list for Aus- 

tralia last season with £20.656. 


THE OAKS. The race for the Oaks 
was full of interest. Nizam’s Ring was 
always at odds-on, her starting price being 
l to 2. Never leaving the rail, she scraped 
home by inches from Saxony (by Saxon) 
which was a little unfortunate in the run- 
ning. 

In third place was the consistent Jalna, 
by Dhoti from Gallantic, which won the 
Oaks years ago. Ringless, a daughter of 
the imported horse Ringmaster, is the dam 
of Nizam’s Ring, which will not race again 
until early next year. 
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Columnist, the Caulfield Cup winner, 
added to his fine record this season by 
winning, on November 6, the Linlithgow 
Stakes, a mile weight-for-age race in which 
Attley (by Portofino) started favorite but 
again failed. 

A Sydney backer supported Columnist 
right along the rails to win nearly £30,000, 
and Columnist did the rest by winning 
easily from Royal Gem (by Dhoti) with 
Victory Lad (by Breughel) finishing fast 
in third place. Columnist has now won 
nearly £15.000 in stakes for his owner, 
Frank Packer, of Sydney. Columnist ran 
the mile in 1:38 on a track which was not 
fast. 

More than 150.000 people have attended 
the first three days of the Melbourne Cup 
meeting, which has been marred to some 
extent by inclement weather. Betting has 
been remarkably good and tote turnover 
for the first three days was not far short 
of £600,000. You would need to be a 
Superman at figures to find out how much 
bookmakers held. 

Two days ago on the traditional first 
Tuesday in November, 84,000 people 
braved wind and rain to see the gray horse 
Hiraji win the two-mile Melbourne Cup 
from the pony Fresh Boy (by Revelation). 
with Red Fury (by Enfield) a good third 
just in front of the heavily-backed Proctor 
(by Actor). 

It was the wettest Cup Day since 1934, 
when a grand horse in Peter Pan ploughed 
through seas of mud to win the great race 
with 130 pounds on his back. 

The rain was so heavy late on Tuesday 
that it was almost impossible to see the 
horses in the last race. 


Hiraji was the first gray to win the Mel- 
bourne Cup since Toryboy (by Wollaton) 
scored in 1865. Hiraji is. of course, re- 
lated closely to the “spotted wonder”, the 
Tetrarch. Nizami was bred by the Aga 
Khan and showed form in England. 

Mumtaz Mahal. dam of Nizami, was one 
of the fastest horses ever seen on the Eng- 
lish Turf, and when mated with the Leger 
winner Firdaussi, produced Nizami. Hiraji 
descends through his dam from the im- 
ported mare Lady Chester. whose son 
Chester won the Melbourne Cup in 1877. 
Mumtaz Mahal won six stakes in England, 
and produced seven winners. including 
*Mahmoud. now a successful sire in the 
U. S. Here is the pedigree of Hiraji:-

For many months before Tuesday, Proc- 
tor had ruled as favorite for the Mel- 
bourne Cup. but when rain fell heavily on 
the day of the race, Fresh Boy firmed to 
favoritism at one stage at 4 to 1 but eased 
to still start first choice at 11 to 2. The 


race was contested by 31 horses. Don 
Pedro and Columnist were withdrawn on 
the course, Don Pedro because of an in- 
jury and the other on account of the 
state of the track. 

The race was run without much incident 
and no jockeys had any complaints to 
make after the race. Royal Scot made 
most of the running and Purtell always 
had Hiraji in a handy position on the 
rails in fifth or sixth place. 

Purtell rode Hiraji so well that when 
the gray was making his winning run, he 
had to go outside of only one horse. 

Little Fresh Boy ran a great race and 
finished brilliantly in the last furlong to 
be beaten by half a length only. Fresh 
Boy ran about a lot in the straight and 
also ran away from the whip, otherwise 
he might have been successful. 

Proctor had every chance, but with 126 
pounds on a heavy track, the task was 
just beyond him. I have not the slightest 
doubt that if the race had been run on a 
dry track, Proctor would have scored. 

Hiraji deserved his win. as in the last 
ten months he had been second or third in 
no fewer than 12 races, including the Caul- 
field Cup, the Hotham Handicap, the Too- 
rak Handicap, the Doomben £10,000. the 
Doomben Cup, and the King’s Cup. After 
he had been beaten in the Hitham Handi- 
cap on November 1, Purtell declared Hira- 
ji was a “no hoper” in the Melbourne Cup, 
but jockeys always were and always will 
be bad judges. Why it is so. I do not 
know. 


OWNER NOT PRESENT. Hiraji is 
owned by a Sydney wool millionaire, F. 
W. Hughes, who was not present to see 
the horse run. Mr. Hughes owns more 
horses than any other man in Australia 
and also has a huge stud. There is a 
popular saying out here that he does not 
know how many horses he owns. 


Mr. Hughes gave 2,100 guineas for 
Hiraji when he was a 2-year-old. The 
horse has now won more than £14,000. 
There is talk of both Hiraji and Proctor 
being sent to New Zealand this month to 
run in the Auckland Cup of £10.350 on 
December 26—Boxing Day. 


Purtell was lucky to be the rider of 
Hiraji. He was engaged for the horse in 
the Melbourne Cup weeks ago, but when 
injured in a fall at Caulfield on October 
11, the engagement was cancelled. Pur- 
tell made a rapid recovery from his ail- 
ments and with generous sportsmanship 
Mr. Hughes re-engaged him immediately. 
with happy results for all concerned. 

Purtell’s winning percentage fee was 
£362, but no doubt he will receive much 
more than that sum as a gift from Mr. 
Hughes, all of whose horses in Sydney are 
trained by Jim McCurley. a former hurdle- 
race rider. McCurley is only a young 
man and has made the grade soon by wil- 
ning Australia’s greatest race.

There were no championship honors to 
be gathered in Bowie’s 1,%;-mile Bryan 
and O’Hara Memorial Handicap on No- 
vember 29, but $20,000 in added money 
was incentive enough to bring out Gallor- 
ette, a leader among mares and fillies, and 
Double Jay. one of the ablest 3-year-olds. 
It also attracted five others, one of which 
was Incline. trained by C. M. Feltner, the 
man in charge of Double Jay. 

The handicapper put 124 pounds on 
Gallorette. a pound less on Double Jay. 
The others ranged downward to 106, with 
Incline getting 107, including three pounds 
overweight. 

The low-weight Pebalong (106), back at 
flat racing after a successful try over 
hurdles, led into the backstretch, but the 
hard-running Double Jay took charge and 
stood off a challenge from Butler, the 1946 
winner. Gallorette meanwhile was crowd- 
ed on the first turn and stayed in close 
quarters down the backstretch. Her rider 
got her free on the far turn and she 
gained a head lead over Double Jay in 
the stretch, but Incline came on the out- 
side and was in front by three-fourths of a 
length at the wire. Gallorette was second 
by a head over Double Jay. 

Jockey Arnold Kirkland, on Gallorette. 
protested that Double Jay had fouled his 
mount, but the claim was not allowed. The 
time of 1:5935 was 2145 seconds slower 
than the track record. but was 514% sec- 
onds faster than the first race on the 
Bryan and O’Hara program, a_ $2.000 
claimer. 

Incline had been third to Double Jay 
and Master Bid in the Prince George 
Autumn Handicap at Bowie a week before. 
He was bought late in October from the 
King Ranch, his breeder. by Joseph Tucci. 
a plumbing contractor living at Washing- 


ton. D. C.

Beuhler, who was interested in buying 
the horse. which was owned by George 
Perry, said he had intended only to fire 
a shotgun into the air, to frighten him. 
The horse kicked the back door of the 
gate open, he said, causing the gun to dis- 
charge accidentally. He said the charge 
was rock salt. Peters was ruled off for 
life because he was the trainer of the 
horse and was responsible for his well be- 
ing. The former jockey admitted being 
near the gate at the time, but said he had 
not seen a gun on either of the days the 
horse was schooling. He denied knowledge 
of the shooting. 


Dr. Thomas Ladson. who examined 
Saguaro, said the horse had received a 
“large wound through the skin in the 
right rump—about three inches in diam- 
eter and four to five inches deep.” He 
said he had removed several pebbles from 
the wound. 


Trainer Richard Pending. who also 
serves as track superintendent at the 
Bowie and Marlboro tracks. was fined $50 
for not reporting to the commission that 
Saguaro had been nerved. Pending for- 
merly had trained the horse. 

Saguero was a 6-year-old dark bay 
gelding by *Blenheim 2nd—Rare Bloom, 
by *Sir Gallahad 3rd. Beuhler testified 
that the horse was a “bad actor.” had once 
caused the death of an exercise boy, and 
had been barred from New York tracks.

devising further safeguards against per- 
sons and conditions inimical to racing. 
Those of us in the sport must be con- 
stantly alert and at all times engaged in a 
sustained drive against chiselers and 
double dealers. 


INCONSISTENCY. I am convinced that 
racing would greatly benefit by a more 
militant and uniform stand against these 
undesirable characters. For instance, an 
undesirable horseman is denied stall space 
at one track but is accepted at another 
track, possibly in the same state. In one 
state he is denied an owner’s license by 
the commission, while in a half dozen other 
states he is granted an owner’s license. 
In one instance, a horseman was suspended 
for the remainder of 1946 by a state racing 
commission for involvement in a stimula- 
tion case. Investigation reflected this man 
to be a professional tout of long standing. 
He had an arrest record for robbery, was 
convicted for being a confidence man, and 
was arrested for receiving stolen property. 
It was learned he had stimulated a horse 


several years ago, and later had been sus- 
pended in the United States and Canada 
for inconsistent running of his horses. Yet, 
in 1947 he obtained owner’s licenses and 
stall space in at least two states. 


Another horse owner, who has an im- 
posing record of arrests and convictions 
in his home state for illegal gambling 
operations at a flourishing casino in which 
he has had part ownership for years, con- 
tinues to run his horses in at least two 
states. 


These are only two examples of a num- 
ber that exist, and which in my judgment 
are most harmful to racing. 

I hold that we of the TRA do not attempt 
to say who should be licensed but we do 
have the right to take a positive and deci- 
sive stand against those professional 
chiselers and crooked gamblers whom we 
believe should not be employed or allowed 
to race at TRA tracks. 


TIGHTER LINES. Any national pro- 
gram then, can best be conducted through 
the united action of member tracks of 
TRA.

you. as a national organization, take ag- 
gressive action to strengthen your proce- 
dures in keeping undesirables out of rac- 
ing altogether. You have already set up 
the machinery to get the facts in regard 
io these people who menace racing. Now 
is the time to set up machinery to keep 
these people off the major race tracks, 
The TRA as a national organization is 
best equipped to do this job. 

Therefore, it is my recommendation that 
TRA members at this meeting take action 
to set up a procedure to pass upon cases 
such as these and bar on a national basis 
from all member tracks those persons 
whose activities are unquestionably detri- 
mental to racing.

TRIPLE CROWN REALIGNMENT

Bedwell. His victories this year included 
the Tomasello Memorial and the Bunker 
Hill Handicaps. won at Suffolk Downs. 
On November 21. Mr. Bedwell’s Hammer- 
lock died at Bowie of what was reported to 
be shipping fever, two days after his ar- 
rival from Rockingham Park, where pre- 
sumably he had _ passed successfully 

through the quarantine period. 
All told, about 44 horses died of swamp 
fever during the Rockingham epizootic. 


Planning Group 


At Boston. members of the Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire. and Rhode Island 
state racing commissions met late in No- 
vember to discuss plans for preventing 
future outbreaks of swamp fever. A com- 
mittee comprising Harold R. Allen. chair- 
man of the Massachusetts commission; 
Merrill Calkins, chairman of the New 
Hampshire Commission; and D. Thomas 
Testa, chairman of the Rhode Island com- 
mission, was appointed to draw up plans 
for the prevention of a recurrence of the 
epizootic in New England and elsewhere. 
and to seek the co-operation of racing in 
general. 


West Virginia 


Prior to the opening of the Charles 
Town fall meeting on December 1, the 
West Virginia Racing Commission an- 
nounced that horses which had raced in 
New England but had left the area prior 
to August 30 would be acceptable for rac- 
ing at Charles Town if accompanied by 
a veterinarian’s certificate stating that the 
horse’s temperature had been normal for 
60 days prior to arrival in West Virginia. 

Horses which remained in New England 
after August 30 would be acceptable in 
West Virginia only after passing an inocu- 
lation test in the State and spending 30 
days in quarantine, or if they had been 
similarly tested by appropriate authorities 
in another State. The certificates issued 
to horses successfully passing the inocu- 
lation test at Rockingham Park appar- 
ently were satisfactory to the West Vir- 
ginia  officials—Rockingham horses ap- 
peared in the Charles Town entries of 
December 1. 


Narragansett Park 


The “full and complete success” of the 
swamp fever screening program at Narra- 
gansett Park was announced by the track 
on November 13. The screening consisted 
of the inoculation of a test horse with 
pooled blood samples of from six to ten 
Thoroughbreds. Temperatures of the test 
animal and the tested Thoroughbreds were 
taken morning and night for 30 days, the 
track reported, and each horse was in- 
spected at least once daily by a veter- 
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SECOND MAYER SALE 


An auction sale of 40 Thoroughbred 
foals of 1946—now coming 2-year-olds— 
will be held in California on January 12 
by Louis B. Mayer, it was announced this 
week. Site of the sale was not given, but 
it was indicated that it probably would be 
at Hollywood Park. The Fasig-Tipton 
Company will be in charge; George 
Swinebroad will be the auctioneer. 

The auction will be the second step in 
the dispersal of the Mayer Thoroughbred 
holdings. The first step was taken last 
February 27, when 60 horses in training 
brought $1.549.800,. average $25,830. The 
third and final step, aside from the sale 
of the Mayer breeding farm, will be the 
dispersal of the breeding stock and the 
foals of 1947. They will be sold next year, 
it has been announced. 

Among the crop of present yearlings to 
be sold in January are 18 by *Beau Pere, 
five by *Alibhai, ten by Free France, four 
by *Hunters Moon 4th, and one each by 
His Grace, Straight Deal, and *Rhodes 
Scholar. 


The remaining stock which will be sold 
later next year includes broodmares, foals 
of this year, and the stallions *Alibhai, 
*Domino, Free France. and Thumbs Up. 

The yearlings and other horses may be 
inspected at the Mayer farm, Perris, 
Calif.. which is under charge of Manager 
Harry Hart.

Gulfstream Park 


Gulfstream Park. which normally would 
be the destination of many horses from 
the New England circuit, announced short- 
ly before its opening on December 1 that 
all horses at the course would be checked 
twice daily by a track veterinarian to 
guard against an outbreak of swamp 
fever. Horses arriving from the North 
would be examined before leaving the ex- 
press cars. 

Stables, the receiving barn, the pad- 
dock, back-stretch areas, and motor vans 
were to be fogged regularly with a mix- 
ture of DDT and an ammonia solution. 
Though it is known that the first recog- 
nized case of swamp fever in New Eng- 
land last summer occurred in the horse 
Sky Skipper, which died of the disease 
soon after his arrival from Florida, Presi- 
dent James Donn of Gulfstream stated, in 
a track publicity release, that “Florida 
... has not had a case of swamp fever 
among its Thoroughbred colony since rac- 
ing returned to the area in 1926... .” 


Gulfstream Park: 
Open-and-Shut 


After opening December 1 for a 40-day 
meeting scheduled to run through Janu- 
ary 15, racing at Gulfstream Park closed 
on December 2 when horsemen refused to 
make entries. 

Reason for the shutdown was the in- 
ability of track management and horsemen 
to agree on purses. The Gulfstream con- 
dition book for the first ten days of the 
meeting called for a $2.000 minimum 
purse, with a daily distribution of $18.600, 
including the stakes. Horsemen asked for 
a $2.500 minimum and a guaranteed $22, 
000 daily distribution, exclusive of stakes. 
As an alternative. they sought a $2,300 
minimum purse, plus 3 per cent of the 
daily average betting up to $600,000, and 
34% per cent on a daily average above 
$600,000. This latter arrangement pre- 
vailed during the Gulfstream spring meet- 
ing ending in April of this year. 

The track countered by proposing a 
$2.000 minimum for the first ten days, a 
$2.200 minimum for the second ten days, 
and a $2,300 minimum for the remainder 
of the meeting. 

Horsemen and track officials were to 
meet Wednesday afternoon (at the time 
Bioop-Horse went to press) in an 
effort to reach agreement. The Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associ- 
ation represented the horsemen. James 
Donn, track president; James Clifford, di- 
rector of racing; and Morris Schapiro, a 
stockholder and director of the track, rep- 
resented Gulfstream. 

Also at issue was the matter of distrib- 
uting $29.034, which was accumulated at 
the Gulfstream spring meeting earlier 
this year as a result of the percentage 
system for paying purses. Donn had pro- 
posed to distribute the money by adding 
it to purses during the current meeting. 
The horsemen sought to pay it to owners 
of horses winning races with purses of 
under $5,000 during the spring meeting. 
The track agreed to this method. 

Attendance at Gulfstream on December 
1 was 13,642, the betting was $606,730. 
During the spring meeting the average 
daily attendance was 11,073. the betting 
averaged This winter Gulf- 
stream opens the Florida season; at its 
preceding session the track had the final 
dates of the season. 


During the 30-day spring race meeting 
at Oaklawn Park, scheduled tentatively 
for February 23-March 27, a $5,000 handi- 
cap will be run each Saturday. Last year 
principal stakes were the $5,000 Oaklawn 
Handicap and the $10,000-added Arkansas 
Derby.

in the London area, and when Paris was 
recaptured from the Germans he performed 
a similar service there. His decorations 
include the Distinguished Service Medal, 
the Legion of Honor. and the Croix de 
Guerre with two palms. He is retiring 
from the Army to accept the North Wales 
assignment. 

William Coddington. currently manager 
of the farming operations at North Wales. 
has resigned. The veteran Alex B. Gordon 
is now in charge of the Thoroughbred 
stud. 

Mr. Mackay-Smith (known to readers of 
Tue BLoop-Horse for his articles on “The 
Farming Side”) will begin his work at 
North Wales on December 1. He _ will 
also continue in his present capacity as 
executive director of the Virginia Horse- 
men’s Association. 

The principal operations at North 
Wales. aside from the Thoroughbred stud 
of several stallions and about 60 brood- 
mares. are a large flock of grade sheep 
and a herd of steers which are used in 
rotation with the horses on the pastures. 

This year North Wales horses have 
gained more distinction in racing than in 
any previous season. They include the 
stakes winners Brabancon (by *Quatre 
Bras 2nd), Caltha (by *Bahram). and 
Anecdote (by Head Play). Now it looked 
as if Virginia’s most ambitious breeding 
venture of recent years was getting ready 
for the big push. 


Podesta and Knight 


Early in the fall it became known that 
Marvin Childs was resigning as manager 
of Henry H. Knight’s Almahurst Farm, 
eflective December 1. The fact was con- 
firmed by both parties. Mr. Knight said 
he had a successor in mind, but that his 
identity would not be made known immed- 
iately. 

This was characteristic of America’s 
largest wholesaler and retailer of Thor- 
oughbreds. who likes to wait until the 
last stitch has been taken before announc- 
ing that a deal has been sewed up. 

During the recent Keeneland Fall Sales, 
Mr. Knight designated Frank C. Podesta 
as the new manager for Almahurst and 
the thousand-odd acres bought from Cold- 
stream Stud in September. The news was 
not unexpected—Henry Knight and Frank 
Podesta had traded horses for years. knew 
each other’s methods and make-up. Since 
1944 they had been in closer contact: 
Podesta, as manager of the vast Valdina 
Farms racing and breeding interests, re- 
presented the estate of Emerson F. Wood- 
ward in selling to Mr. Knight 149 head of 
Thoroughbreds after the Texas  million- 
aire had been killed in a grade-crossing 
accident. It was the biggest single horse 
deal in the history of American racing,

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and emphasized the emergence of Mr. 
Knight as a bustling, imaginative, large- 
scale trader. 

Like Henry Knight, Frank Podesta 
started out with Standardbreds. As a 12- 
year-old boy in Memphis, he picked up 
some small capital by buying empty grain 
sacks from Pop Geers, Dick McMahon, 
Lon McDonald, and other harness horse 
trainers who wintered at the Memphis 
track. Pretty soon he was trading in 
horses. He would buy a trotter which 
Geers or one of the others didn’t want to 
take to the races, and sell him at a quick 
profit. 

As his capital expanded, so did his 
operations. He bought carloads of Stand- 
ardbreds, carloads of mules and draft 
horses. For a while, work horses and 
mules were his principal commodity; in 
partnership with J. A. Smith, Memphis, 
he handled as many as 20,000 work ani- 
mals in a year. He still kept an eye on 
the Standardbred market, on one occasion 
bought 40 head from David M. Look. 

As a trader, then as an owner, and 
finally as a trainer, he became interested in 
Thoroughbreds. His association with Mr. 
Woodward and Valdina Farms began, he 
relates, at Churchill Downs in 1937. He 
had five of his own horses in training, won 
with all of them, and promptly sold them. 
He was preparing to return to Memphis, 
but at Mr. Woodward’s suggestion took 
over 11 head from the over-full Valdina 
barn. 

“Do something with them,” Mr. Wood- 
ward instructed. Podesta sold them all 
within four days. Then he took over some 
more Valdina horses, raced them, gradu- 
ally advanced to become general manager 
of the Woodward breeding and racing pro- 
gram, which was cut short by the tragic 
death of Mr. Woodward. 

Podesta had had many dealings with 
Henry Knight prior to the sale of the 
Woodward horses, but since then their 
operations have been more closely geared. 
Along with advising several clients as to 
purchases of Thoroughbred yearlings and 
breeding stock, he has assisted with the 
sale of Knight horses. 

Podesta and his wife will live at Alma- 
hurst. William Gabby, who has been 
managing the Frederick C. Peters Stable 
at Lexington since the death of Jimmy 
Clyburn, will live at the former Cold- 
stream place, which also will be under the 
Podesta management. 

At Almahurst Mr. Knight has about 
2.250 acres, at Coldstream he has 1,020. 
The stallions Easy Mon, Grand Slam, 
*Adaris, and *Priam will stand at Alma- 
hurst. The majority of approximately 
100 mares owned by Mr. Knight will be 
kept at Almahurst, with about 30 mares, 
plus some yearlings, at Coldstream. 


Niccolo d’ Arezzo 


The Italian 5-year-old Niccolo d’Arezzo 
is expected to arrive in the U. S. late this 


month, according to word received from 
California. It first was announced that he 
was being brought over by Richard Hamil- 
ton and Wallace Early, of Los Angeles, 
but meantime Mr. Early’s interest in the 
stallion has been acquired by Edwin 
Janss, Jr. 

Niccolo d’Arezzo, a bay by *Ortello— 
Nogara, by Havresac 2nd, will stand next 
year at Mr. Janss’ Conejo Ranch, at 
Camarillo, Calif. His fee will be $1,000, 
with return. Nogara also is the dam of 
Nearco and Niccolo dell’ Arca, both 
champions. 

Mr. Hamilton was associated with Royal 
Eastman in the ownership of *Ortello, 
which was imported from Italy last fall 
and died in April. 


Cravat to Virginia 


Townsend B. Martin’s 12-year-old stal- 
lion Cravat, which has been standing at 
Howard (Babe) Wells’ Fort Springs Farm, 
Lexington, has been moved to Robert Win- 
mill’s Clovelly Farm, Warrenton, Va.

Brownell Combs: Breeder and Farmer 


Most people who engage in the breeding 
of Thoroughbreds go through two stages. 
The first is to buy a bunch of cheap mares. 
Because they are inexperienced they are 
also cautious and are afraid to make a 
major investment. Probably this is as it 
should be. Inexperience makes for mis- 
takes. and it is better to make them on 
cheap mares rather than on more aristo- 
cratic matrons. 

Once the error has been made and the 
breeder enters upon his second stage. 
he will realize that cheap mares are them- 
selves a major mistake. In any line of 
purebred livestock breeding, only the best 
of foundation stock will really pay off. 
This is particularly true of racing stock, 
which pays off only at the finish line. 

The breeder who has decided to scrap 
his original purchase and start all over 
is almost always heard to make some 
such remark as this: “I’m not going to 
get a whole lot of mares.’ but those I do 
get will be really first class.” The scheme 
is perfect. It embodies the accumulated 
wisdom of generations of breeders. The 
difficulty is that it so seldom works out in 


practice. At the end of three or four years 
the second-stage breeder has usually ac- 
cumulated larger number of mares than 
ever. definitely better than those with which 
he started, but still a long way from being 
first class. 

This month, therefore. we would like to 
take you on a visit to a farm belonging 
to a man who has realized this goal. not 
only with Thoroughbreds. but with Polled 
Herefords and Southdown sheep as well. 
This is Belair Farm, belonging — to 
Brownell Combs. It is located a few miles 
east of Lexington. 

Belair Farm consists of about 550 acres. 
all of which is suitable for cultivation. 
The land is more rolling than in other 
districts about Lexington. The soil maps 
also show it to be one of the highest in 
phosphorus. It was purchased by Mr. 
Combs’ father in 1890, being one of several 
farms whose combined acreage made him 
the largest tobacco grower in Kentucky. 

Commerical fertilizers were not manu- 
factured to any extent at that time. but 
the elder Combs was particularly inter- 


ested in maintaining and improving the 
fertility of his soil. He ran great num- 
bers of steers on his holdings. feeding 
them amply on cotton cake as well as 
roughage so that the chemical contents 
of their manure would be high in nitro- 
gen and phosphate. He also used to haul 
from the tobacco warehouse thousands of 
bales of tobacco stems, which he spread on 
his land. Today his son is reaping the 
benefit of these practices—and improving 
on them. 

Belair is almost completely a grass farm. 
Mr. Combs has voluntarily reduced his 
tobacco quota to 11 acres. Balboa rye 
follows the tobacco: it is pastured through- 
out the winter, and a grain crop is taken 
off the following June. Bluegrass is sown 
in the rye in the autumn. except when 
the season is dry. In such case it is sown 
on top of the snow in winter. At such a 
time it is easy to see just what area has 
been covered. and the seed works easily 
into the ground as the snow melts. In 
March red clover and Korean lespedeza 
is also sown on the rye. This grass mix-

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ture then stays down until it is time to put 
the land back into tobacco. 

Of course other land is cultivated be- 
sides. With an 1l-acre quota it would take 
50 years to get around a 550-acre farm. 
Mr. Combs selects each year certain fields 
where the weeds are beginning to compete 
with the grass. He plants these in soy- 
beans, which are either made into hay 
or are disced under, depending upon the 
size of the rest of the hay crop for that 
particular year. Soybeans leave land in 
perfect shape to be seeded down to alfalfa, 
of which there is a considerable acreage. 
Sometimes the land is put into rye instead, 
and the procedure outlined above is re- 
peated. 


LIME AND FERTILIZER. All the 
farm has been well limed, and as the land 
requires it, 8-12-6 fertilizer, the same ana- 
lysis that is used for tobacco, is spread on 
the pastures. Of course ample lime and 
fertilizer is used with the seeded crops. 
Mr. Combs, being a master farmer, does 
not seed and fertilize according to a rule 
of thumb, any more than a chef prepares 
a meal by looking at a cook book. He 
looks at his land and the herbage it grows. 
He plows and seeds and fertilizes accord- 
ing to the needs which its appearance 
reveals. 

There is pasture practically all the year 
round at Belair—bluegrass in the spring, 
lespedeza in summer, more bluegrass in 
the early autumn, and rye to follow it. 
For winter pasture Mr. Combs uses blue- 


grass which has been allowed to grow tall 
during the fall. In the early spring there 
again is rye for pasture and so on through 
the seasons. Alfalfa and clover provide 
ample amounts of hay. Some rye is used 
for feed, but the balance of the grain and 
the protein concentrates are purchased. 

Mr. Combs has a flock of 40 Southdown 
ewes, the descendants of importations from 
the Luton Hoo and Sandringham flocks in 
England. He is fitting a pen of three ewe 
lambs for the forthcoming International 
Livestock Exposition at Chicago that would 
make your mouth water. He has 50 polled 
Hereford cows, the offspring of Hazlett 
horned stock and the champion yearling 
bull at the 1936 National Polled Hereford 
Show. Among them he pointed out a 
heifer which had won a first prize at the 
state fair this summer. 

How many horses do you think there 
are on these 550 acres? Just eight—three 
broodmares, three weanlings, and two

When we tell 
you that the three broodmares are Myrtle- 
wood, Miss Dogwood, and Durazna. you 
will have to agree that Mr. Combs had 
indeed reached the goal of a few mares of 
the highest class. 


VISIT TO FRANCE. Many years ago 
Mr. Combs visited in France Herman 
Duryea, an American who did most of 
his racing abroad and who was just as 
celebrated for his fighting cocks and 
Llewellyn setters as for his Thoroughbred 
horses. Much of the best blood of the 
Boussac stud, which is now causing such 
consternation by its successful invasion of 
English race courses, is descended from 
Mr. Duryea’s stock, notably *Durbar 2nd, 
barred by the Jersey Act from the General 
Stud Book, but winner of the Epsom Derby 
and sire of the dam of Tourbillon. Among 
Mr. Duryea’s horses, Mr. Combs particu- 
larly admired several which came from 
what has come to be known as the Friz- 
ette line. On his return to this country he 
found that the late John E. Madden was 
offering for sale a large number of brood- 
mares. Among them was a representative 
of this line named Frizeur, which Mr. 
Combs promptly purchased.

Ballot: Able Racer, Good Sire 


I have never been satisfied in my own 
mind whether Peter Pan or Ballot was 
the better. Ballot lasted much longer. In 
fact. nothing was asked of him at three 
until Peter Pan went wrong after win- 
ning the Brighton Handicap. However, 
Marshall Lilly, who knows considerable 
about the Keene horses from 1901 to the 
dissolution of the Keene Stable and Castle- 
ton Stud, in 1913, inclines toward Peter 
Pan, his belief being that Peter Pan had 
more inherent class than Ballot. I dare 
say he is right. 

*Voter, sire of Ballot, was a son of 
Friar’s Balsam. He raced in this country 
except for one year, when he was shipped 
to England, where he ran badly. He won 
20 races and $27,435. Among his victories 
were the Billow Stakes and Winged Foot 
Handicap at two; the Metropolitan, Mon- 
tauk Highweight, Coney Island, and Cy- 
clone Handicaps at three. After his re- 
turn to this country he won the Toboggan, 
Coney Island, and Flight Handicaps. 

*Voter was primarily a weight-carrying 
sprinter, but at the Castleton Stud he 
proved his ability to sire horses which 
could stay farther than he could, notably 
Ballot, The Manager, and the Futurity 
winner Electioneer. This was possibly an 
inheritance from his dam *Mavourneen, 
a daughter of the unbeaten Barcaldine, 
prossibly one of the best horses bred in 
the British Isles and certainly the best 
ever bred in Ireland. 

*Cerito, the dam of Ballot, was a daugh- 
ter of Lowland Chief—Merry Dance, by 
Doncaster. She was foaled in 1888 and 
was one of the band of broodmares pur-

After the retirement of Peter 
Pan, Ballot became the principal 
standard - bearer for James R. 
Keene. He won the Second Special 
and other races, set a new track 
record in the Suburban Handicap. 
Ballot also raced successfully in 
England. He died in 1937 at the 
age of 33. 


chased by William Easton at the New- 
market Sales in 1891. Easton had been 
sent to England by James R. Keene to 
buy mares for the stud Mr. Keene pro- 
posed forming, which eventually became 
the Castleton Stud. Easton enlisted the 
aid of William Allison, and among the 
mares purchased was *Cerito, then three, 
for the sum of 250 guineas, roughly $1.025. 

As a 2-year-old Ballot won the first 
half of the Double Event, the Neptune 
Stakes, and the Matron Stakes. It was a 
vintage year for 2-year-olds, as was 1907 
for 3-year-olds. 

Nothing was seen of Ballot at three until 
the Brighton meeting in July, when Peter 
Pan retired after winning the Brighton 
Handicap. At three Ballot won the Iro- 
quois Stakes, the Invincible Handicap, the 
Great Republic Stakes, the Century, the 
First Special, the Edgemere Stakes, and 
the Election Day Handicap. He cam: 
paigned with marked success until the 
Aqueduct meeting in November. Up to a 
mile and a half he was the superior of any 
3-year-old racing. Beyond that distance 


the gelding Salvidere was supreme. 


UNBEATEN AT FOUR. As a 4-year- 
old Ballot stood out. Barring Colin, he 
was the best horse of this year, irrespec- 
tive of age or sex. He was out five times 
and won all five starts. Joe Notter rode 
him. He started the year with a victory 
in the Standard Stakes, 114 miles. Then 
he established a new track record 2:03 
when he won the Suburban Handicap with 
127 pounds, by 2% lengths from King 
James. Fair Play was third; Master 
Robert, Frank Gill and Runing Water 
were unplaced. This was followed by a 
two-length victory in the Equality Stakes, 
one mile. In the 1;°;-mile Advance Stakes, 
Ballot beat Hessian, King James, Frank 
Gill, and Dorante, establishing a new 
American record of 2:0935. He concluded 
the year by winning the 114-mile Century 
Stakes in new track record time of 2:3034, 
beating King James, Dorante, and Frank 
Gill. 

This was in 1908. At Gravesend that 
spring, racing became the target of the 
governor of New York State, Charles Evans _ 
Hughes, destined to go to bed as presi- 
dent-elect of the United States and to 
wake up taking Woodrow Wilson’s dust. 
Stakes had to be reduced, purses almost 
reached the vanishing point. So Mr. Keene 
sent a division of his stable to England, 
to Old Sam Darling at Beckhampton. The 
best of the horses were Colin and Ballot. 
The former never started, but Ballot won 
the Select Stakes at Newmarket in the 
autumn. 

Ballot was put back in training in 1910 
and ran four times, starting by winning 
a purse by four lengths. In the Suburban 
he finished third to Olambala and Prince 
Imperial, beaten six lengths and a neck 
over a heavy track, which he abominated. 
The winner, a mudder of renown, carried 
115 pounds. Prince Imperial carried 101. 
They were 4 and 3-year-olds, respectively. 
Ballot, six. carried 129. Back of Ballot 
were Joe Madden, King James, and Fashion 
Plate. Ballot won his second and _ last 
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start of the year. the Advance Stakes at 
1; miles. beating King James, his sole 
rival, at level weight. 128 pounds each. 
by two lengths. 

Ballot ran for the last time at Sara- 
toga in the Saratoga Handicap. for which 
Mr. Vosburgh allotted him 133 pounds to 
128 pounds on Olambala. Rain came up. 
the track became a sea of mud. and Olam- 
bala. trained by the late Thomas J. Healey, 
and owned by Richard T. Wilson, Jr.. won 
by four lengths. 

I was particularly impressed with two 
of Ballot’s races, one at three, the other 
at four. The first was his victory in the 
Second Special at Gravesend in the au- 
tumn of 1907. The second was his Subur- 
ban Handicap success at Sheepshead Bay 
in June, 1908. 


THE SECOND SPECIAL. The Second 
Special was run at Gravesend on Septem- 
ber 28, 1907. The distance was 115 miles. 
weight for age. Geldings received an 
allowance of three pounds. while the win- 
ner of the First Special had to pick up a 
penalty of five pounds. Ballot. as winner 
of the First Special, carried a five-pound 
penalty. His weight therefore was 115 
pounds. Dave Nicol rode him and he 
started favorite at 5-2. Salvidere. a geld- 
ing carried 107 pounds; Electioneer car- 
ried 110 pounds; Running Water. four, a 
filly, carried 118 pounds: McCarter 110 
pounds; and Frank Gill 110 pounds.

liminary at 114 miles, and the Brighton 
Cup at 214 miles, beating Ballot each time, 

Electioneer had won the Futurity at 
two. in the name of his trainer and breeder 
Billy Lakeland, but later ran in the name 
of J. Curtis Van Ness. He had finished 
second to Ballot in the First Special. He 
too was by *Voter, out of Quesal, there. 
fore a half brother to Tommy Atkins and 
Maximo Gomez. McCarter, owned by the 
Newcastle Stable (Andrew Miller) and 
trained by Tom Welsh, had won the Sara. 
toga Handicap and was second to Peter 
Pan in the Brighton Handicap. Running 
Water. originally the property of Wood. 
ford Clay, had been sold to the Newcastle 
Stable. She had won the Merchants’ and 
Citizens’ Handicap and the Saratoga Cup. 
after which she was sold to Herman B, 
Duryea and turned over to John Huggins 
to train. 

Frank Gill, owned by Jack McGinnis 
and trained by John I. Smith, still with us, 
had won his previous start, the Hindoo 
Stakes. and had beaten Peter Pan in the 
Withers in the spring.

*HALCYON GIFT’S first crop num- 
bered four foals, three started, three 
won at 2 and again at three.

At the end of their 3-year-old 
season, 10 of the 10 foals had started, 
eight had won, another had placed.

Andrew Jackson Joyner remarked after 
the race: “Well, this is the third time 
Jimmie Rowe has beaten me [he meant 
Fair Play] but he had to use three horses 
to do it—Colin in the Belmont, Celt in 
the Brooklyn, and now Ballot in the Subur- 
ban.” 


$100.000 REFUSED. Ballot made two 
trips to England, one in which he raced, 
winning the Champion Stakes, and one as 
a sire. He went back to England in the 
autumn of 1911, after a short stud season 
that spring at Castleton, the result of 
which was three foals. My recollection is 
he stood at Lord Beresford’s stud. who 
offered $100,000 for him through Phil 
Chinn, I think, but the offer was declined 
and Ballot was returned to the United 
States after the close of the 1912 stud 
season. 

After James R. Keene’s death, Foxhall 
P. Keene and the lawyer for the Keene 
estate sold Ballot to John E. Madden for 
something like $75,000, and he went to 
Hamburg Place early in 1913. He was 
bred to far too many mares—there were 
45 foals registered as by Ballot in 1914. 


In November, 1913, Madden sold Ballot 
to J. B. Haggin for $38,000 and he re- 
mained at Elmendorf until 1917, when 
Elmendorf was dispersed. At this sale 
he was sold to Major Tom McDowell for 
$15,000, who later sold the horse to Charles 
H. Berryman. Mr. Berryman removed 
Ballot to his Saghonet Farm, where he re- 
mained until the autumn of 1936, when he 
was turned over to the Enza-Vita Labora- 
tories, who used the old horse as a build- 
up for an advertising campaign. He was 
given a greatly publicized birthday party 
on January 1, 1937, when he reached his 
thirty-third year. He died May 15, 1937, 
at E. Gay Drake’s Mineola Farm. He was 
so decrepit that he was mercifully de- 
stroyed. 

Among his progeny were Chilhowee, 
Midway, Mr. Mutt, all three of which 
stayed well; Lord Brighton, Bo McMillan, 
Ticket, Star Voter, Diogenes, Valor, Stan- 
wix, Buford, and Recount. His daugh- 
ters produced Vito, Rolled Stocking, Sir 
Harry, Pittsburger, Espino, Bois de Rose 
—all good stakes winners. His stock won 
$2,059,156, though he never the 
list. In 37 starts he gained 20 firsts, five 
seconds, six thirds, earned $154,545.
